It was the old story of panjntul pride and

She had loved him with the inten- 
sity of H strong, undisciplined uatiiiv, ui:d 
from the hour that she learned his tragic 
end her heart was h'llt-d with hatred toward 
her family and fetirfnl thoughts of revenge.

It was all my own work, find no one H to 
blame for my joyless, rnismated life but 
myself, and I alone should bear the penalty. 
I fully intended to die by my hand a.s soon 
a.s I had consummated' tho rash act, and 
witnessed the full effects of my revenge. 
Hut F ilared no! die, 
A warning hand from 


out the dretul invisible pressed me back 
from the fearful abyss. 


" My haughty father bowed his head in 


.shamo find died. 
My equally haughty 


mother and brother returned to their native 
land, covered with confusion, and I was to 
them a.s one dead. 
I loathed the man I 


married, awl macli- his life wretched, yet 
with unre'enting will and .sullen despair, I 
endured my lot, following him from place 
to place in search of the means of liveli- 
hood, and often sorely pinched for (he com- 
forts and decencies of life. 
" We were ' roughing it iu the bush/ in 


the backwoods cf C -nada, the .second year 
of my miserable married life. 
All the of- 


lices of the household devolved upon me, 
and I had never learned to perform any 
useful labor. 1'ovi'i ty, inihcry and titter des- 
pair Deemed In be my poition. 
I longed to 


lie, yet, as before,! shrank back from the mys- 
teries and retributions awaiting mo beyond 
the grave. The excitement and strength 
revenge gave had all 
fliiuJ out, and upon the 


]ark forbidding pathway before me, there 
glimmered not one ray of light or hope. 
" My health failed, und 1 laid down, as I 


supposed, to die. 
** 
" Among the rough, kind neighbors who 


came in to minister to the poor «ick strang- 
er, was an old woman, ph'in, unlettered, 
herself poor and worn with loil and hard- 
ship. She could vend her biblr, and had 
sat at Jesus' feet and learned of him, and 
she became his messenger to me, bearing 
glad tidings of great joy to my desolate sou! 
—teaching me of his pardoning love and 
ihe freenoss of hi.s great salvation. 
There 


in that rough cabin, almost beyond the piv- 
cincis of civilization, on a .sick bed, with 
one of the most obscure and lowly ones of 
earth for my teacher, in my niter misery, 
blindly grnping tor the iloor of death, did I 
:ouch (idd'.s'hand tif tenderness and luve, 
ind yielding to its gentle guidance/ it l«-il 
me back t'j look mer my blighted lite, re 
pent of ila sins, ami as far as in me lay re- 
pair its follies. 
J wrote with tenderness and 


penitence to my mother, but have never re- 
:eivnd a reply. I could not be a iupiny v, ife, 
but knowing full well that I ulone was 
blameworthy for our ill-norted marriage, I 
liave tried to be faithful, kind and patient. 
For my children's sake, I could willingly 
accept this life longer were it my Father's 
will; but for myself, I long for my homo 
and my inheritance—my eyes are often dim 
and my soul weary wilh watching and wait- 
ing for the coming of the bridegroom." 


After she had almost recovered, arwl all 


danger seemed past, she was attacked, and 
from the first suiJ she would never recover. 
There was a short but severe conflict in her 
soul before she could calmly and trustfully 
give up her children. 
Alter it was over, 


her strength and siiico.iity of faith were 
wonderful. " My father knows what i have 
asked for them at his hand. 
He sees that 


it is better for them lliat J should go now. 
t'erhapd the shadows that brood over tny 
life might tinge theira with gloom it" 1 
should live longer with them. He will be 
iheir friend and portion." 


I was with her throughout her sickness. 


Shi had been a study to me from her first 
coming among us. J had often wished I 
could get nearer her heart, leura her histo- 
ry, and proffer her my sympathies, lint 
while she ever mjiuife.sted a sweet courtesy 
to till, there was about her a dignity and re- 
serve which forbado inquiring into her pri- 
vate history. 
Nona among us knew more 


of it than that she was a native of England, 
and came from Canada to our new state. 


Her sickness was a lingering one, and 


we who watched by her bedside Imped till 
the last that she wpuld recover. It wav, 
however, not to be. She had finished . her 
course, in tho school of discipline, and w$w 
ready to go home. So wilh a, serene, un- 
wavering trust, did she wait for the messen- 
ger whose footsteps, inaudible .to our dull 
ears, she heard, and was ready to welcome. 
In that calm and Holemti waiting time, she 
revealed to me such portions of her former 
history as her heart prompted, or as she 
judged best on her children's account. 


She committed her children to my tem- 


porary care, with an unfaltering assurance 
that God would care for and guide them— 
gave me a package to transmit to her friends 
—preached Christ ami him crucified to ail 
who came to the house—and when her work 
was all done among us, that heroic, patient, 
sore disciplined one laid off the harness in 
which she had toiled so painfully, and went 
to the rest and shelter of eternal Jove. • 


As I gazed upon the worn nnd wasted 


form, shrouded and codified for burial, the 
mellow light of an autumn day just touching 
the pule,l)road brow and marble faue as 
with a parting blessing, und then looked 


about her rude habitation, where poverty 
and toil had left their impress, I was ///ad 
that Sod had called her hence. She had 
learned how vain and weak is the uusuppor 
ted soul—how terrible is an unsubdued will 
left to its own devious course—she had test 
ed tho willingness of God to forgive sin, und 
the sweetness of pardoning love—had prov- 
ed the faithfulness of his promises and the 
kindness of his cultivated discipline, and 
theu had heard, amid the dark night-watch- 
es, the welcome voice of lliu bridegroom 
calling her home to his house of many 
mansions. 
How could I but rejoice? Still 


it was «ilh many tears that we laid her away 
in that .solitary grave, amid the shadows of 
tho.su dim old woods, and returning to our 
homes, made solemn by Ihe brooding pres- 
ence of death, we flbndeml the lessons .she 
had taught us, and the wonderful lessons of 
God'.s providence.

touch God's^haud of tenderness and love, 
and yielding to its gentle guidance,." it led 
me back to look .over my. blighted life, re- 
pent of its sins, and as far as in me lay re- 
pair its follies.

penitence to my mother, but have never re- 
ceived a reply. 
I could not be a loeinrj wife, 


but knowing full well that I alone was

She; hac 
learned how vain and weak is the unsuppor 
ted soul—'how terrible is an unsubdued1 wil 
left to its own devious course—she had test- 
ed the willingness o£ God to forgive sin; anc 
tbe sweetness of pardoning love—had prov- 
ed the faithfulness of his promises and the 
kindness of his cultivated discipline, 'and 
then had heard, amid the dark night-watch- 
es, the welcome voice of the bridegroom 
calling, her home to his house of many 
mansions. How could I but rejoice-?

it was \\ith many tears that we laid her away 
in that-solitary graver amid t-he-shadowS:oi 
those dim.old woods, and. .returning to oui 
homes, made solemn by the brooding pres- 
ence of death, .we pondered the lessons she 
had tnnght us, arid the wonderful lessons'ol 
God's providence. :

altered, much grass has been cut with fair- 
er prospects,

The absence of speculation during the 


week is nevertheless, exhibited in the dull- 
ness of the markets. 
English wheat has 


been still declining, but with some places 
firm, perhaps the average reduction has not 
exceeded Is. quarter. This has been pro- 
duced chiefly by the better supplies ot for- 
eio-u of good quality. In the Baltic, though 
the season has been backward, the weather 
has not been so bad, and only rye has de- 
cidedly suffered. In France there is some 
improvement, and consequently lower rates.

well for the corn that it is late, or it would 
bave been excessively rank. 
Some little 


progress appears in tho wheat; but the 
young barley seems overpowered with wet, 
being yellow and almost past hope as a crop. 
Although several pieces of wheat on well 
drained light soils still look fair, no one yet 
remembers a good crop of corn in England 
after a wet season, more especially following 
upon such a trying and protracted winter. 
But let us hope that a change is at hand, 
and that our worst apprehensions will not 
be realized. 


Since writing the above, with the weather 


altered, much grass has beeu cut with fair 
er prospects. 


The absence of speculation during the 


week is nevertheless, exhibited in the dull- 
ness of the markets. English wheat has 
been still declining, but with some places 
firm, perhaps the average reduction has not 
exceeded Is. quarter. This has been pro- 
duced chiefly by the belter supplies of for- 
eign of good quality. In the Baltic, though 
the season has been backward, the weather 
has not been so bad, and only rye has de- 
cidedly suffered. In France there is some 
improvement, and consequently lower rates. 
Belgium and Holland have been tending 
also toward decline. Southern Kurope, in 
eluding Turkey, promises well. 


And hitherto the want in America has 


been the reverse of that throughput Europe, 
the hilly parts of the country being too dry; 
though nothing seriously detrimental ia no- 
ted in any locality. 
For many seasons 


England has been best off as respects pro- 
duce, but this year she will probably require 
considerable imports.—Mark La>te Express, 
My 2rf.

anxiety do we read the foreign newspapers 
to accertain what may be the prospects o! 
the harvest there. The result of our inves- 
tigation U as follows: 


In England, Ireland, and Scotland, bad 


weather continued up to the end of June 
The wet and cold bad nearly destroyed al 
the summer fruits. 
France and Italy were 


in the same disastrous state. In Germany, 
on the 27th of June, lha line weather which 
had there prevailed for a few days, was bro 
ken by violent torrents of rain and hail, 
In Spain and Portugal the complaint is tlio 
same. Russia had suffered very little, and 
Ihe stcpnes of Poland «t>d the vast plains 
of the Ukraine will probably supply a good 
deal of wheat. From Hamburg, the port 
for the wheat produce iu the countries wa 
tered by the Elbe, scarcely any grain is to 
be expected. As we have already stated, 
the main mipply (not of Indian corn, which 
is little used in Europe, but) of wheat, rye, 
barley, and oats, on which Europe will main- 
ly depend for the next twelve months, wil1 


chiefly come from the United States, 
This 


is the golden time for American agriculture. 
Our farmers ought to make much money 
this year, and they deserve it all, for they 
labor " with n will," 


Nor ia it from tho cereal productions ef 


the soil alone that American farmers may 
expect to make large profits. The scarcity 
of fodder in Europe has made cattle scare* 
and dear. Great discontent prevails among 
the working classes of England on account 
of the dearness of fleshmeat. It is yet dear 
er in France. The prices run thus in Paris 
—fillet of beef, 48 cents the ft); tough rump 
steaks, 28 cents; inferior beef for making 
soup, bone included, 20 cents; ordinary 
joints of veal and mutton, 25 cents the tt>, 
Now American beef and pork can be sold 
in England and France for prices much 
lower than this, and already the English 
newspapers are mentioning the fact, and 
giving receipts how to treat thesa salted 
provisions, and cook them BO as to form 
palatable, nutritious, and comparatively low 
priced food. Of course, if the cows cannot 
be fed, cheese and butter will also be scarce, 
and abundance of these can be shipped 
hence to Europe.—P/tUadety&ia Press,

GLOOMY PROSPECT FOR CATTLE FEED IK 


EXGLAXD.—The Mark Lane Express of 
July 2, which has just come to band, con- 
tains an article on the high prices of meat 
in Great Britain, from which wo clip the 
following: 


The season is altogether an exceptional 


one and so far as it has at present progress- 
ed, a calamitous one for the production of 
cattle food. In all the early districts where 
the hay has been cut, it is perishing on the 
§round, and in some of the low meadows is 


oating about. Where not yet mown, the 


bottom is rotting from the constant presence 
of surface water, and the crop, in many 
quarters will be little worth for feeding 
purposes, except for lean stock. So that, 
althongh the quantity on the ground is 
large the quality will perhaps be as bad as 
that of 18»H. 
No relief, either, is likely to 


be afforded by the crops of spring corn, 
which are suffering equally with those of 
grass.

THE RESURRECTION FLOWER.—Dr. Isaiah 


Deck, the celebrated chemist, geologist, 
mineralogist, of New York, received an in 
vitation from the Egyptian government to 
visit the head waters of the Nile, to" make 
an inspection of some copper mines in the 
vicinity of the cataract of that river, i The 
result of his examination proved highly 
satisfactory to the government; but while 
Dr. Deck was making his researches, one 
of the Arabs in his employ fell ill of the in- 
termittent fever. The Doctor treated him 
with the usual remedies of the European 
pharmacopioea, and the disease readily yield- 
ed. 
The Arab, in the plentitude of his 


gratefulness, gave the Doctor one of those 
strange flowers denominated the resurrec- 
tion plant, and committed the solecism of 
saying that so long as the Doctor kept it in 
his possession, he would retain health, 
(.having just had the ague himself!) 
The 


history of the flower he gave was, that it had 
been found beneath the folds of the shroud 
upon the breast of an Eyptian princess, in 
the catacombs. 
The Doctor was somewhat 


skeptical about the identity of her royal 
Coptic highness, but the flower he recogniz- 
ed as being of the tribe of a few rare plants 
possessed by several European savans, and 
of which flowers Baron Humboldt had 
some two or three specimens. 


The one owned by Dr. Deck, is in appear- 


ance, a flat, round, brown substance, resemb- 
ling a large wooden button, or the cup of a 
great burr acorn, with a dry stem, some 
three or four inches in length. Upon being 
moistened and placed upright in a wine 
glass, this marvelous flower will gradually 
expand, until, in the course of fifteen min- 
utes, it will exhibit a graceful fringe of co- 
rolla, of the richest and most delicate purple 
color, and forming by its expansion a beau- 
tiful dahlia-like blossom, smooth as a came- 
lia or a sea-shell. After gradually expand- 
ing, it will retain its unfolded state for a pe- 
riod of about half an hour, when closing 
the purple curtains of its regal coucli, it 
lies down in its beauty to a dreamless sleep. 


Thii rare and lovely plant has bloomed, 


since it has been in the possession of Dr. 
Deck, over nine hundred times ! 


The theory by which he accounts for this 


remarkable phenomenon, is, that this is a 
plant that nature designed for the dry sands 
of the great desert; that this flower U the 
pod or seed vessel, and aa there is no rain 
in Egypt, this dry bulb would drift about in 
the arid sands any length of time without

EUROPE WANTS FOOD.—With no small 


anxiety do we read the foreign newspapers, 
to accertain what may be the prospects of 
the harvest there. The result of our inves- 
tigation is as follows: 


In England, Ireland, and Scotland, bad 


weather continued up to the end of June. 
The wet and cold had nearly destroyed all 
the summer fruits. 
France and Italy were 


in the same disastrous state. 
In Germany, 


on the 27th of June, the fine weather which 
had there prevailed for a few days, was bro- 
ken by violent torrents of 1'ain aud hail. 
In Spain and Portugal the complaint is the 
same. Russia had suffered very little, aud 
the steppes of Poland and the vast plains 
of the Ukraine will probably supply a good 
deal of wheat. From Hamburg, the port 
for the wheat produce in the countries wa- 
tered by the Elbe, scarcely any grain is to 
be expected. As we have already stated, 
the main supply (not of Indian corn, which 
is little used in Europe, but) of wheat, rye, 
barley, and oats, on which Europe will main- 
ly depend for the next twelve mouths, will 
chiefly come from the United States. This 
is the golden time for American agriculture. 
Our farmers ought to make much money 
this year, and they deserve it all, for they 
labor " with a will." 


Nor is it from the cereal productions ef 


the soil alone that American farmers may 
expect to make large profits. 
The scarcity 


of fodder in Europe has made cattle scarce 
and dear. Great discontent prevails among 
the working classes of England on account 
of the dearuess of fleshmeat. It is yet dear- 
er in France. The prices run thus in Paris 
—fillet of beef, 48 cents the ft ; tough rump 
steaks, 28 cents ; inferior beef for making 
soup, bone included, 20 cents ; ordinary 
joints of veal and mutton, 25 cents the ft. 
Now American beef and pork can be sold 
in England and France for prices much 
lower than this, and already the English 
newspapers are mentioning the fact, and 
giving receipts how to treat these salted 
provisions, and cook them so as to form 
palatable, nutritious, and comparatively low 
priced food. 
Of course, if the cows cannot 


be fed, cheese and butter will also be scarce, 
and abundance of these can be shipped 
hence to Europe.—Philadelphia Press.

GLOOMY PROSPECT FOR CATTLE FEED IN 


EXCLAXD.—The Mark Lane Express of 
July 2, which has just come to hand, con- 
tains an article on the high prices of meat 
in Great Britain, from which we clip the 
following: 


The season is altogether an exceptional 


one and so far as it has at present progress- 
ed, a calamitous one for the production of 
cattle food. In all the early districts where 
the hay has been cut, it is perishing on the 
ground, and in some of the low meadows is 
floating ahont. Where not yet mown, the 
bottom is rotting from the constant presence 
of surface water, and the crop, in ma»y 
quarters will be little worth for feeding 
purposes, except for lean stock. So that, 
although the quantity on the ground is 
large the quality will perhaps be aa bad as 
that of ISS?,. 
No relief, either, is likely to 


be afforded by the crops of spring corn, 
which are suffering equally with those of 
grass.
